T h e b a n k ’s 
loss was confined prin cipally to a n a d ­ 
dition which it b u ilt to th e C o m m e r c e 
building about a y e a r ago. 
T h e e n tire 
loss is e s t i m a t e d a t $350,000. 
A t m idnight the fire chief said th a t 
he feare d 
the 
C o m m e r c e 
building 
could not be saved. 
The fire, which 
s e e m e d to be 
under control 
at one 
tim e, got a fresh start in the u p p e r 
stories of the C om m erce building and 
the Axemen w ere unable to cope with 
It. 
The destruction of the C o m m e rc e 
building would in crease the total loss 
by $250,000. 
T h e vaults of the National Bank of 
Comm erce are uninjured. 
A t 2 o ’clock a. rn. the ch ief of the 
fire departm ent said the fire w as prac­ 
tically under control arid that only the 
floors below the fourth in the Bank of 
C om m erce building had been serious­ 
ly damaged.
